Fire Department Called 
73 Times During 1949; 

Losses Totaled $36,290 
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The Antioch Fire department 
answered 73 fire calls in 1049, the 
report of Secretary C. B. Shultis to 
the village board announced. 

Of this number 50 were calls in 
. the district and 11 were in the vil- 
lage. Others listed were: Newport 
township, 2; Salem Township, 2; 
west of Fox river on Rtc. 173, 2. 

Of the 11 calls in the village four 
were grass fires and the rest was on 
property valued at $10-1,900 with a 
..loss of $260.. 

In the district 32 of the 50 colls 
■ were grass fires, and the rest* on 
property valued at $205,50 with a 
loss of $36,000. 

The largest losses were at the 
Hills and Paddock farms. 

The average attendance of fire- 
men at fires was 12, 
■ The department spent $2,091.17 
"*on the new fire station which in- 
cludes the cost of pnint, hardware, 
furniture, refrigerator, hot water 
heater, kitchen equipment, and re- 
finishing Of the exterior.

An ordinance passed Tuesday 
evening by the village board and be- 
coming effective with the legal 
publication today makes it neces- 
sary that all children under 16 
years of age be off. the streets of 
Antioch between 10 p. m. and 6 a. 
m. unless accompanied, by a parent 
or by someone over 21 designated 
by the parent or guardian to' ac- 
company them. 

The law places the responsibility 
not only on the child but on the 
parent with a penalty for willful 
violation ranging from $5 to $200. 

For the first offense the parent 
or guardian of the child is given 
notice and the child warned! On the 
second offense the child shall be ap- 
prehended as a juvenile dellquent 
and brought before the county 
court. 

The child cannot be placed in con- 
finement unless it is with the par- 
ental wish, or where the parent has 
refused to take responsibility. 

Where the parent permits the 
child to violate the ordinance a sec- 
ond time, he is subject to fine."

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Taxes Can Kill 

The gravest and most far-reaching internal is- 
sue this country faces is the cost of its government. 
And of all issues, it is probably the least understood. 

At a time when the Federal government's in- 
come Is at a near-record peak, and when the burden 
of taxation borne by the people is without precedent 
in days ut peace, the nation is unable to make both 
ends meet. It is running a heavy deficit which will be 
added -to the towering national debt— a debt which is 
a direct obligation upon every man with an income, 
a piece of property, or material resources of any kind. 

There is, of course, a glib answer to all of this. 
It is: "Tax the rich man and the rich business — let 
them carry the load for the rest of us." But the fact is 
that we could tax the rich into financial extinction 



could be cited. Every individual whose Income "is 
above the subsistence level knows how onerous taxes 
are. Practically everyone talks at on time or another 
about the cost of government and how something 
must be done. But talk is generally the beginning and 
the end of it. 

This brings us to a fundamental fact. Wasteful, 
excessively costly government is simply a symptom 
of a condition of overwhelming significance. That 
condition cannot be described in cold figures. It exist3 
in the minds and hearts of the people. 

In the last twenty years, there has been an 
insidious change in oiir concept of government. We 
have turned to it to perform tasks which always be- 
fore were the duty of the individual and the local 
community. More and more of us look to government 
to protect us in every, way. We are losing our inde- 
pendence. We ask government to protect our health, 
build our homes, care for us if we arc unemployed, 
and sec us through all the way from the cradle to the 
grave. We ask It to provide more and more goods and 
services. The polite term for this "gimme" habit is 
"the welfare state.'V'a softer name for socialism. The 
welfare state always leads to one of two conclusions. 
It impoverishes and enslaves the people and subjects 
them to ruthless dictatorship, as in Eastern Europe. Or, 
finally, the people rid themselves of its worst mani- 
festations, as the voters of New Zealand and Austra- 
lia recently did. But, even in the latter case, the 
wealth of nations has been dissipated, and the tent-" 
acles of government have been woven so tight that 
it may take generations to recover. 

Therefore, taxation directly affects all our li- 
berties. Excessively expensive government is always 
super-government. It is paternalistic government. It 
is, in its more advanced stages government by fiat 
and decree. It is, in its final stages, government, by 
terror. The Russian revolution was fought in the 
name of the common man. And now, in that huge

'ASSUMPTIVE WORLD' 

Perception 
Keys Action 

PRINCETON, N. J.-An experi- 
ment In an "Allcc-ln-Wonderlnnd" 
type of laboratory at the Hnnovcr 
Institute, Hanover, N. H., has pro- 
duced new studies in the process 
of perception which scientists re- 
gard ns a basic key to human be- 
havior. 

In the strange rooms of the lab- 
oratory oblong room3 appear 
square, far objects seem near, 
stationary objects move and short 
nnd toll individuals are trans- 
formed by mirrors Into giants and 
dwarfs. The experiments were dem- 
onstrated by Prof. Merle Lawrence, 
of Princeton's department of psy- 
chology. The apparatus was de- 
signed by Prof. Adclbert Ames of 
Hanover. 

"The experiments show," Profes- 
sor Lawrence sold, "that what you 
see when you look at something de- 
pends not so much on what Is 
there ns on the assumptions you 
make when you look.'' 

S "Assumptive" World 
What we believe to be the 
physlcnl world," Is only on 
sumptive," or "form" world. 

"In other word3," Professor Lnw- 
rencc explained, "a person builds 
up out of past experience a con- 
ception of reality which enables 
him ,to guess the results of his ac- 
tions in the real world. But when 
the same person is confronted with 
the distorted rooms and deceptive 
distances in the laboratory, his as- 
sumed world foils him ond his ac- 
tions do not get the expected re- 
sults. He sees a room that seems 
to be rectangular, for example, but 
the onlyrcason it looks rectangular 
is because he has had much experi- 
ence with rectangular rooms." 

Actually, he said, there are on In- 
finite number of differently shaped 
rooms, nil of which will look rec- 
tangular when viewed from the 
proper position. That is, they will 
look rcctangutnr to the person who 
has lived all his, life in rectangular 
rooms. 

Peepholes Used 

One of the demonstrations In- 
cluded the viewing through a peep- 
hole of two normally sized men 
placed in one of the peculiarly dis- 
torted rooms developed in the 
Princeton ond Hanover labora- 
tories. One In one corner of the 
room looked like a dwarf, while 
the one in the other corner looked 
like a giant. When they changed 
positions, the giant became the 
dwarf nnd vice versa. When the 
true lopsided nature of the room 
was revealed the illusion vanished. 

"The effect," Professor Lawrence 
explained, "was the result of the 
assumption on the part of the ob- 
servers that the room was rec- 
tangular. 

"These now psychological studies 
have meaning both in practical 
affairs and psychological theory, 
and it appears likely that a new 
method of psychological analysis 
may develop from these experi- 
ments. By watching a patient's 
reaction to the tests, the psycholo- 
gist may be able to lell what con- 
ception of the world that patient 
has formed from his past experi- 
ence, and this would indicate a 
method of treatment." 



Thunderstorm 'Batteries* 

Chargi Earth's Energies 

LOS ANGELES.— A giant elec- 
trical system,, with the sun as a 
generator, thunderstorms os bat- 
teries and the earth and the 
ionosphere ns a condenser was 
pictured In a recent seminar on 
the Los Angcle3 campus of the 
University of California by Dr. 
Robert E. Holscr, professor of 
geophysics. 

On the average of 1,800 "thun- 
derstorm batteries" are busy at 
all times mointaining the nega- 
tive charge o( the "earth-Iono- 
sphere condenser," he said. 

The concept of thunderstorms 
maintaining the earth's negative 
charge Is not entirely new, Dr. 
Holzer pointed out. Nobel prize- 
winner C. T. R. Wil3on sug- 
gested It several years ago. Cur- 
rent investigations tend to bear 
out that hypothesis. 

The greatest number of thun- 
derstorms occur when It is after- 
noon over such land areas as 
South America and Africa. 
Measurements of the earth's 
charge indicate that It is at the 
maximum during this period. 

Further investigation in this 
field may prove highly signifi- 
cant to weather forecasting, Dr. 
Holzer said.

All Landlords Obliged 
To Keep up Property to 
Get Legal Rent Increase 

A landlord who gets a legal rent 
Increase has a special obligation to ' 
keep up his property and -provido 
the services Included in the celling 
rent, J. Edwin Porter, associate rent 
director said today. 

His* reminder was promjpted by 
some tenants' reports that their 
landlords have cut out services or 
failed to make needed repairs after 
rents were increased. 

"These landlords are violating an 
important requirement which con- 
gress attached to oil adjustments 
under the 1940 law," the rent of- 
ficial explained, 

"Every landlord who submits a 
petition to the rent office for in- 
crease of rent also certifies that he 
has been maintaining all services 
required by the rent regulations 
and will continue to furnish them 
if his petition for an increase in 
rent is granted. And, in fairness to 
the tenant who pays a higher rent, 
we insist that landlords live up to 
their agreement." 

Porter explained that his office 
attempts to get the services restored 
before taking other action. If the 
landlord refuses to fulfill his agree- 
ment to maintain services, then the 
rent office can reduce the maxi- 
mum rent and seek a refund of 
overcharges. 

"We look on these violations as 
a misunderstanding and most land- 
lords get in line as soon as we ex- 
plain the situation," he added.

Terms Meteor, Meteorite 
Confused in Public Mind 

LOS ANGELES.— Too many per- 
sons confuse the term "meteor" 
ond "meteorite," according to Dr. 
Frederick C, Leonard, a professor 
of astronomy. 

A meteor, he emphasizes, is the 
luminosity that results when a 
meteorite collides with the earth's 
atmosphere, a phenomenon com- 
monly referred to as a falling or 
shooting star. The meteorite, how- 
ever, is the solid body of subplane- 
tary mass that Is falling or has 
fallen from space. 

Earthly meteorites are the only 
astronomical bodies about whose 
origin anything Is known certainly, 
according to Dr. Leonard. 

Those meteorites that hit the 
earth are probably the remains of 
some ancient planet or planets. The 
meteorites that arc consumed in 
flight to the earth's atmosphere arc 
apparently portions of comets that 
have becn strewn along their paths 
and have come close enough to the 
earth to be drawn Into its atmos- 
phere.

Mayan Woman Bought Hems 
Of Pottery During Revolt 

LOS ANGELES. — The Mayan 
woman may have undergone peri- 
odic revolts against the status quo 
just as the modern housewife does, 
says Dr. G. W. Braincrd, Univer- 
sity of California at Los Angeles 
anthropologist ond authority on 
Mayan civilization. 

What did she do about it? She 
couldn't switch her living room fur- 
niture around, because she didn't 
have enough to bother with. She 
didn't go out ond buy a new hat, be- 
cause the Mayas didn't wear hats. 

Dr. Braincrd says she may have 
acquired a new set of pottery. A 
constant change In pottery-and-jug 
fashions, he points out, was a very 
fortunate thing for archaeologists 
and anthropologists today. 

Pottery has been one of the main 
sources of the analysis of the cul- 
tural history of these ancient peo- 
ple. Without it we may have known 
much less about them than we know 
now, the U.C.L.A. anthropologist 
emphasizes. 

Dr. Braincrd and Dr. W. S. Rob- 
inson have worked out a statistical 
analysis technique of variations In 
patterns of buried ceramics. This 
new technique has made possible 
greater accuracy in determining 
the chronology of deposits in im- 
portant Mayan sites. 

The Mayas, Dr. Bralnerd points 
out, didn't change their pottery de- 
sign as regularly as women change 
fashions today. But the change was 
often enough to be of decided assist- 
ance in accurately determining the 
age of various ruins with the use of 
the statistical analysis method.

DOGUBAYAZIDI, TUBKEY,- 
The hunt for Noah's Ark by an 
American expedition has been 
abandoned. The search was 
called off after 12 days of fruit- 
less search on Mount Ararat. 

But, Dr. Aaron J. Smith, re- 
tired missionary from Greens- 
boro, NX., who led the search, 
thinks the wooden ark which the 
Bible says rode out the great 
flood, is still hidden somewhere 
on the rocky, three-mile-high 
mountain. 

"We have cleared the way for 
future expeditions," Dr. Smith 
declared, "Wu expect other mis- 
sions to complete the job we 
have begun." 

Smith headed a group of five 
Americans who were escorted by 
Turkish soldiers over cracss and 
through drifts of volcnnic ash. 
The others were Walter Wood, 
Sea Cliff (N.Y.) development 
engineer; Wendell pgg, Knox- 
ville (Tnnn.l physicist; E. J. 
Newton, Colfax (N.C.) interior 
decorator, and this corre- 
spondent. 

Every part of Mount Ararat 
was searched, including the five 
mile plateau extending between 
the mein mountain and small 
Ararat peak. 

Newest Super-Rocket 
Gives Science Idea 
Of Space-Ship Needs 

LAS CRUCES, N, M.— Although 
America's newest super - rocket 
soared only 33 miles Into the air, 
it was said to have given science a 
picture of what the first interplane- 
tary space-ships may be like. 

On tho basis of the performance 
of the Viking II in a test flight 
when 95 per cent of all its intricate 
gadgets worked, the moon express 
of tomorrow may look like a pen- 
cil: thin, round and as high as a 
modern office building. 

Strangest of all, it probably will 
not have any fins. 

The 46 foot long Viking II, largest 
yet produced in the United States, 
was controlled in flight by chang- 
ing the direction of the exhaust 
fmm its rocket tubes. It is equipped 
with fins, but they were not used. 

"Wc eventually hope to eliminate 
fins entirely," soy3 Dr. Homer E. 
Newell, rocket expert in the naval 
research laboratory at White Sands 
proving ground near here. "The 
drag on fins at extremely high 
speeds Is tremendous." 

The Viking II reached a speed of 
1,775 miles an hour and an Altitude 
of 33 miles. Its predecessor's top 
speed was 2,250 m.p.h, and it son red 
to a height of 50 miles. However, 
Newell termed the latest flight n 
success. 

"We were after stability and con- 
trol this time," he said. "Next time 
we will concentrate on engine per- 
formance." 

In the test the fuel of liquid 
oxygen and alcohol burned for only 
49 seconds, although there was 
enough for G5 seconds. Tho first 
Viking burned through 53 seconds 
of a similar load. Failure of the 
rockets to consume their full fuel 
loads has not been explained. 

The navy plans to fire a total of 
10 Vikings in its current research 
program, designed to study cosmic 
rays and the upper atmosphere as 
well os to Improve guided missiles 
and to aid In the construction of 
future aircraft.

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE

prehended as a Juvenile delinquent 
and the offender shall be brought 
before tho County Court of Lake 
County to be dealt with accordingly. 

No child or minor person arrested 
under the provisions of this Ordi- 
nance shall be placed In confine- 
ment until such child has been 
taken home to ascertain the par- 
ent's wishes and the parents shall 
have refused to be held responsible 
for the observance of this Ordi- 
nance. 

In case any parent, guardian, cus- 
todian or person In control, or 
charge of such child who has re- 
ceived notice as provided herein, 
shall knowingly permit such child 
again to violate the provisions of 
this Ordinance, such parent, guard- 
ian, custodian or person in control 
or charge of such child shall be held 
to have violated this Ordinance. 

SECTION 3. PENALTY. Whoever 
shall violate any of the provisions 
of this Ordinance shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, be fined not less 
than Five ($5.00) Dollars nor more 
than Two Hundred ($200.00) Dollars 
for each and every offense.

Holds Record 

SANTA BARBARA, CaW.-A re- 
tired, real estate man is the first 
person ever to climb the 07 highest 
peoks In the United States. 

He Is John D. Grahnm, nn athlet- 
ic 63, who claimed the record after 
scaling North Palisade peak In 
California, and Grizzly peak in 
Colorado in a one-week expedition. 

His .goal for 15 years, Graham 
said in an interview, has been to 
conquer every U.S. mountain high- 
er than 14,000 feet. He listed 67 such 
pinnacles. The World Almanac lists 
only 62, 

Ho has clambered up all 14,000 
footers In Colorado, California and 
, Washington, Graham said, the only 
: states In which the giants ore lo- 
cated. 

First Ascent In 1935 

He tackled his first mountain dur- 
ing a Colorado vacation in 1935. It 
was small, but the experience was 
a challenge. 

"It gave me an unusual feeling to 
be able to see such great distances 
and such inspiring scenery," he 
said. 

Originally from New York city, 
Graham had a chance to hike to his 
heart's content when he moved to 
Colorado. He said that while he 
lived In Colorado Springs and Den- 
ver before World War II he became 
the eighth person to climb all 52 
of the 14,000 foot peaks In that state. 

"Mountain climbing finally gets 
to be a competition and a chal- 
lenge," he said. "It's the same feel- 
ing of accomplishment you notice 
after a good score In golf. You 
match your skill, strength and en- 
durance against the mountain, 
which can really throw out the ob- 
stacles," 

North Palisade Toughest 
His toughest ascent, Graham 
said, was his last— North Palisade, 
a 14,254 footer near Big Pine, Calif. 
He made It in July, before winter 
snow and ice had fully melted. 

Approaching with his party from 
the north, he crossed the Palisade 
glacier, the most southerly active 
glacier in North America. They 
crossed the Bcrgschrund, a crev- 
1 assc In the snow field at the head 
of the glacier, on an ice bridge. 
Using ropes and ice axes most of 
the way, it took them 10 hours to 
reach the summit. 

The descent on the south side was 
slower. It was getting dark. Gra- 
ham paused on a narrow cliffside 
ledge to fasten a rope. A second 
later he heard a roar and on ava- 
lanche of rock and snow tore down 
the mountain directly in front of 
him. A huge boulder whizzed by his 
head. The pause had saved his life.

They Who Invtnfid Tank 

MOSCOW.— The Russians were at 
It again— claiming discoveries made 
by other countries. This time 
Pravda, official publication of the 
Soviet government, claimed the 
Russians Invented the military tank 
a year and a half before the fight- 
ing machine appeared in Britain. 
Not only that, was the claim, but 
Russians now have created tanks 
that have no equal anywhere in the 
world. 

The articles were published as 
the Soviet Union celebrated "tank 
day." As a further observance of 
the day, all papers published large 
portraits of Prime Minister Stalin 
and the text of an order of tho day 
by v Alexander M. Vasilevsky, armed 
forces minister. This order de- 
manded new successes in the de- 
velopment of armored and mechan- 
ized armies. 

The article in Pravda, the Com- 
munist party's organ, wos written 
by Semyon Uyich Bogdnnov, mar- 
shal of armed forces. It said: 

"The facts show that the first 
tank designs appeared In Russia 
considerably earlier than people 
started to work on these questions 
abroad, and the first models of 
Russian built tanks were con- 
structed a year and a half curlier 
thnn similar machines appeared in 
Britain." 

He said the date the first tank 
was made in Russia was May, 1915.

In Old Gold Ruth Section 

MARIPOSA, C A L I F. — An 
atomic scientist has reported the 
discovery of l'odloactlvc ore of 
unknown quantities in the heart 
of the mother lode region 
where the gold rush in 1840 
brought wealth and fame to Cal- 
ifornia. 

Dr. Frank Tiffany, radiation 
expert and former civilian atom- 
ic scientist at Albuquerque, N.M., 
said he found a uranium vein of 
undetermined depth and which 
measured 400 feet long and eight 
Inches wide In the High Sierra 
country near Yoscmite national 
park.

TV 'Scanner' 
To Aid Blind 



EVANSTON, ILL.— Restoration of 
sight to the blind by replacing their 
eyes with a television "sennner" Is 
d project envisioned by a North- 
western university scientist. This 
"scanner" would be connected di- 
rectly with the brain. 

The same 3yslcm, with other de- 
vices replacing the scanner, might 
enable the deaf to hear and some 
paralyzed persons to walk; tho 
professor said. 

Dr. Wendell S. Krfeg, 43, who 
spent the past five years In brain 
research at Northwestern, said the 
basic theorle3 for the plan have 
been well established, but that n 
"lot of work" remains to be done 
before the system would be ready 
for practical application. 

Under his theory, electrical Im- 
pulses, duplicating the normal 
nerve impulses involved Jn sight 
nnd hearing, could be conveyed to 
the brain by a series of electrodes 
distributed over the skull. 



Can Activate Muscles 

Since muscles can bo mode to 
contract by direct electrical stimu- 
lation, "It should be possible to 
place permanent electrodes nt 
motor points and activate the mus- 
cles whenever desired," he said, 

"It is only a technological step 
to devise an appliance to scan the 
visual field In the same manner 
as a television ficanncr and to 
transmit that which is seen nnd 
recorded to the cortex (brain 
covering) In the same sequence 
and scanning pattern," he added. 

To produce the sensation of 
hearing, he sold, "it would seem 
possible to carry n series of ter- 
minals to the auditory area of 
the brain whereby separate tones 
in different combinations nnd se- 
qurnceSj could be applied." 

He gave no estimate of how soon 
n practical test could be made of 
his beliefs. 

(Commenting on Dr. Kriog's fore- 
cast. Dr. Ephrnim Roseman, neuro- 
logist at General Hospital, said no 
one who is blind or deaf should be- 
come unduly excited at the prospect 
tint he might regain his lost pow- 
er.": nny time soon.

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British Jet Engine Said 
To Enable Vertical Climb 

LONDON.— British science Is re- 
ported to have developed a new jet 
engine so powerful that warplanes 
using it can climb vertically, like 
rockets. 

An authoritative but non-official 
source described the new power 
plant as "having more than twice 
the thrust of engine now in regular 
production and use." 

Its exact performance and de- 
tails were still secret, but one qual- 
ified source said It developed a 
thrust well above 10,000 pounds. 
Most British jets now in service 
have rated power of 5,000 pounds, 
which the American Allison "400'" 
develops 5,500.- 

For the first time, this source 
said, it will bo possible to give nor- 
mal fighter planes more power, 
expressed in pounds of thrust, them 
their overall weight. 

"There appears to be no reason 
why such planes cannot climb ver- 
tically like rockets, using the 
thrust of their jets to over-compen- 
sate their weight," said one expert.

Pennsylvania Makes Claim 
To 'Kentucky Rifle' Title 

LANCASTER, PA. - Pennsyl- 
vania has claimed the so-called 
"Kentucky rifle" as its own and 
thereby precipitated n storm of 
controversy in the Bluegross State. 

Pennsylvania hailed the gun's 
maker as one of the Keystone 
State's greatest pioneers. Kentuek- 
lans scoffed. 'Tis true, they con- 
ceded, that it wasn't a Kentuckian 
who made the rifle, but it built 
its greatiHt claim to fame In the 
hands of pioneer Kentuckians like 
George Rogers Clark and Daniel 
Boone. 

The Kentuckians went on to point 
out that if Pennsylvania wanted to 
be that way about the matter, they 
might as well .call it the "Swiss 
rifle/' inasmuch as n Swiss Mcn- 
onite immigrant, Martin Meylin, 
made the first U. S. "long rifle" 
in a liny storage shed near Lan- 
caster in which he had set up a 
gun shop. 

It all came about when Gover- 
nor Duff, of Pennsylvania, pro- 
claimed October 1G as "Pennsyl- 
vania rifle day," declaring that the 
state's "tremendous historical heri- 
tage" had been neglected. 

Maurice Rohrbach, Swiss consul. 
In acknowledging Meylin's gun- 
making genius said he was "proud 
thnt one of my countrymen had 
helped the Americans to gain their 
Independence." 

Gen. Jacob L. Devers, former 
chief of thc army ground forces, 
praised the development of the 
Pennsylvania rifle. He said the 
principle of the soft leather "patch" 
used in the early guns is still uti- 
lized in today's modern rapid-fire 
rifles. 

After the unveiling of the plaque 
a rifle made by Meylln-tho only 
known one In existence— was given 
to the Lancaster county historical 
society by Martin B. Mylin, seventh 
generation descendant of tho mak- 
er.
